In February, 1881, Nathaniel C. Carter pur¬ 
chased 845 acres of land from E.J. "Lucky" Bald¬ 
win; 108 acres from the Southern Pacific Railroad 
and 150 acres from John Richardson. This 1103 
acres of land was located near the San Gabriel 
Mountains, 17 miles northeast of Los Angeles and 
five miles east of Pasadena, and was to be called 
the city of Sierra Madre. 

Between the year 1881 to the incorporation of 
the city in September, 1907, very little informa¬ 
tion was known as to police protection. Sierra 
Madre was surrounded by Lucky Baldwin’s ranch 
and any and all crimes that were committed in the 
area were handled by Baldwin. 


The citizens of Sierra Madre organized a 
Board of Trustees in 1905 and began to handle 
their own problems. They appointed W.C. Austin 
as the town constable and he worked hand-in-hand 
with the Board of Trustees. Any crimes which oc¬ 
curred in the city were printed in the city news¬ 
paper like the example below: 

TAKE NOTICE: The persons responsible 
for damage to the Congregational Church 
last night are known. Repair the mischief 
at once or you will be liable to arrest. 

Signed, the Board of Trustees 

Sierra Madre was a town which offered beau¬ 
tiful ' scenery, health-restoring weather, clear 


mountain drinking water and an ideal atmosphere 
to raise a family. But as more people moved in, 
the citizens saw the need for discussing the future 
.population and law enforcement. 

In 1906, a town meeting was called for the 
purpose of "Looking to the future. We must think 
of police protection. In the past, we have had little 
need for an officer in our midst, and it may be 
long before we do. But we must face the fact as 
more people come in and the population of our 
beautiful town increases, the bad will come with 
the good." 

In January 1907, a town meeting was called at 
Andrews Packing House for nominating city offic¬ 
ials. There were 65 citizens present, out of which 


42 were registered voters. The city was then div¬ 
ided into quarters; Central Ave. (now Sierra Mad¬ 
re Blvd.), east and west; and Auburn/Hermosa, 
north and south. Each quarter elected its own 
spokesman to represent them at the meeting. 

At that time, Greer Caskey was placed in the 
field as acting marshal and tax collector until the, 
city could officially elect their first town marshal. 

Placed on the ticket for marshal were G. 
Caskey. W.P. Caley and L.L. Clark. Caskey re¬ 
fused the nomination and after elections, Caley 
was placed in office as the first official town 
marshal.

Police Chief Surgent applauds his staff 


"What they’ve managed to accomplish on a 
shoestring budget is professionalism that is truly 
outstanding. They are as professional as any I’ve 
been in contact with," Sierra Madre Police Chief 
Joe Surgent said last week, pointing to his staff. 

"How they interact with the community is ex¬ 
cellent. I wish all police chiefs were as lucky as I. 
These people voluntarily put their lives on the line 
just as all police officers do and it appears it’s 
very appreciated by the community." 

Surgent, who came to Sierra Madre in March, 
1994, said he had received many compliments for 
his department. "The number of compliments 
from residents of Sierra Madre outweigh the 
number of complaints 10 to one. The community 
seems to be perfect for this police department and 
the department seems to be perfect for the com¬ 
munity. These people know everybody and appear 


to know how to solve community problems. I 
check the logs, and the majority of the calls for 
service are solved in a few words, ‘Counseled and 
advised—will cooperate. No further action neces¬ 
sary.’ That’s tremendous. We don’t have to take 
people to jail every day." 

Surgent said his transition was made "ex¬ 
tremely easy by the sergeants and officers." He 
said his changes were extremely limited. "I have 
basically put two sergeants on the day shift to 
better answer the citizens’ questions. Seven days 
a week we have a sergeant on duty. When there is 
extra overlap time there is time for administrative 
work." 

Surgent said he is. emphasizing training this 
year, especially high risk operations and officers’ 
safety. "Encounters are extremely rare and the of¬ 
ficers have to learn by training." 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy is working with Surgent 


to upgrade the dispatch operations. 

Surgent also mentioned his enthusiasm with 
the number of new reserves who have signed on. 
There are five new ones making nine reserves 
aboard. He also mentioned Marlene Hicklin who 
provides the police blotter to The News each 
week. 

"My motto? Oh, I guess that would be ‘Work 
smarter instead of harder.’ The bottom line is that 
the city of Sierra Madre is well served and pro¬ 
tected by the Sierra Madre Police Department. 1 
am very proud to be here." 

The police chief said he is monitoring the 
budget on a monthly basis. "I built in special 
enforcement such as canyon patrols, saturated 
traffic enforcement and other requests from the 
citizens. With the new reserves, I think we can 
absolutely meet the needs of Sierra Madre," he 
concluded.

Horcher went to his new conservative al¬ 
lies for help. But Hill and then-Assembly 
Minority Leader Ross Johnson could not con¬ 
vince the Jarvis group to do what Horcher had 
done—change horses in midstream. 

Despite that setback and a dissident group 
of Republicans supporting Neely, Horcher 
won the 1990 election. But it did not take him 
long to change course again. 

When moderate Gov. Pete Wilson needed 
one more Republican vote in 1991 to approve 
a budget deal he had cut with Democrats to 
raise taxes by $7 billion, Horcher gave it to 
him. 

Mountjoy and other conservatives who 
held firm against the tax hike were dismayed. 
After casting his swing vote, Horcher was 
mobbed by Democrats on the Assembly floor. 

Horcher was moderate again. He later cast 
another swing vote betraying Johnson, whom 
Mountjoy and other conservatives backed, and 
installing a new moderate regime in the As¬ 
sembly GOP caucus. 

In what was a disastrous year for Re¬ 
publicans, a Wilson-backed Horcher survived 
to win reelection in 1992. Then his ideology 
shifted again, this time to the left. 

Assembly Speaker Willie Brown, the same 
Willie Brown a conservative Horcher assailed 
in 1990 as one of those tax-and-spend liberal 
Democrats, needed a new Republican vice 
chairman for the Assembly’s powerful budget 
committee. 

Horcher, knowing his fellow Assembly 
Republicans wanted someone else, convinced 
Brown to give him the political plum. The Re¬ 
publican caucus nearly lynched Horcher but 
cooler heads prevailed. 

This is, of course, the same Paul Horcher 
who calls himself, a "Reagan Republican" in 
one of his mailers this year. Ronald Reagan 
and Willie Brown wouldn’t even make the 
same Christmas list. 

If Horcher has the political backbone of a 
chocolate eclair, Mouptjoy’s conservative 
principles are forged in steel. But the choice 
in this special election does not boil down to 
whether you agree with either of them, but 
whether you can believe what they are saying. 

For San Gabriel Valley voters growing 
weary of special elections to replace corrupted 
politicians, it seems the correct time to tear 
off the ideological straitjacket and punch a 
ballot for integrity that may disagree with but 
at least respects your opinions. 

No, the Horcher-Mountjoy tilt cannot be 
decided by ideology. In this election, the main 
issue is trust.

The first national lot¬ 
tery of Italy took place 
ip 1861, when all the 
kingdoms of Italy be¬ 
came unified. Other 
terms like bingo, keno 
and policy (which actu¬ 
ally means "the num¬ 
bers game") all sprang 
from the original La 
Lotto de Firenze. 

America’s first "close 
encounter" with the lot¬ 
tery was actually way 


back in 1776. It was 
proposed by some col¬ 
onist who wanted to use 
the money to finance 
the American Revolu¬ 
tion. But it was pooh- 
poohed by some religi¬ 
ous members of the col¬ 
ony who opposed it be¬ 
cause it was considered 
a form of gambling, and 
thus, sinful, so it never 
really caught on until 
much later. 


Well, I guess it’s time 
for me to rub my own 
lottery ticket. If you 
don’t hear from me next 
week, it means I’ve 
won, and have taken off

A zoning variance 
grants a property owner 
permission NOT to fol¬ 
low standard zoning re¬ 
quirements. A variance 
is supposed to be grant¬ 


ed only when there are 
special circumstances 
associated with the pro¬ 
perty and that result in a 
property owner not be¬ 
ing able to enjoy a sub¬ 
stantial property right 
enjoyed by his or her 
neighbors. Typically, 
variances are granted 
when a lot is irregularly 
shaped or significantly 
below average in size. 
Very narrow lots and 
hillside lots often re¬ 
quire the granting of 
variances in order to get 
a house built. Granting 
"convenience" variances 
is contrary to the law. 

An £q)plicant for a 
variance is typically re¬ 
quired to come before 
the Planning Commis¬ 
sion before construction 
begins. If the person 
cannot show that they

will be in violation of 
the zoning laws, they 
cannot be given a vari¬ 
ance. In the case, as 
here, where a person 
comes in after construc¬ 
tion has begun, they are 
in violation of the law, 
the substantive law and 
the procedural law. 

In the case that led to 
the unfortunate display 
of rudeness by the may¬ 
or, the applicants were 
asking for a variance to 
allow them to complete 
a storage shed on which 
they had b^n con¬ 
struction before obtain¬ 
ing the necessary build¬ 
ing permit. The Plan¬ 
ning Conunission had 
found that there is noth¬ 
ing about their property 
that makes it necessary 
for them to locate the 
shed where it is. There 


are altenutte locations 
(or a shed. There are no 
q)ecial circumstances, 
nor are the applicants 
precluded by the shape 
of their property or lo¬ 
cation of their house 
ikom building a shed 
legally on their land. 

So, respectfully. 
Councilman Hester was 
not out of order when 
he was addressing this 
issue, he was RIGHT. I 
believe that the mayor 
owes him, and the citi¬ 
zens of this town, a pro¬ 
found apology.
